Lt. William T.. Calley Jr., in 
his trial at Ft. Benning. Ga., 
on m urder charges for the 


slaying of civilians at My Lai, 
South Vietnam, relied largely 
on the argum ent that he was 
following orders. The military 
jury convicted him and sen­ 
tenced him 
to 
life 
im­ 
prisonment Wednesday. 
Fulbright was asked about 
t h e 
C a l l e y c a s e a n d 
its implications today. 
He was interviewed on the 
CBS Morning News program 
on CBS-TV.

that she was “ so appalled by

My Lai 
decision, 
I’ve * 
turned it off.” 
Mrs. Monson said that there 
are My Lais all over Viet­ 
nam . “ One m an shouldn’t be 
blam ed for all the bad things 
t h a t 
have 
happened 
over 
there, lt was absured to try 
him. His sentence was m ore 
absurd .” 
Mrs. Peter Price, 640 F air­ 
mont Ave., Claremont, speak­ 
ing for the Claremont Branch, 
American Association of Uni­ 
versity Women, said that her 
group is not a political asso­ 
ciation, but that m em bers are 
encouraged as individuals to 
express opinions. 
"We all have a responsibil­ 
ity in m atters such as this. 
Lt. Calley is one of many of 
us,” Mrs. P rice said. 
“ It doesn’t seem very just. 
Lt. Calley has been m ade a 
scapegoat,” w as the com m ent 
of Mrs. H. Spenser Minnich,

Floyd Nuzum, com m ander

our boys 
over to fight and then court- 
m artial them for what they 
are trained to do,” he com­ 
mented. 
Nuzum said he was telling

Pomona m ayor Ben Lawing 
declared that 
the country’s 
whole philosophy has to be re­ 
examined. “ A fighting m an is 
put in the middle, in that he 
can do wrong if he obeys or­ 
ders or disobeys them ,” Law­ 
ing said. “ Calley is an un­ 
fortunate scapegoat.”

Ben­ 
ning stockade for a transfer 
to federal prison. 
The White House, according 
to press Secretary Ronald L. 
Ziegler, had

telephone calls concerning the 
conviction. They were mnning 
almost 100-1 in favor of cle­ 
mency for Calley, he said. 
In Sr. Petersburg, Fla., real

1961. 
He w alked slowly from the 
room with his attorneys. At 
the swinging wooden gate of 
the rail, Sgt. Jefferson Hug­ 
gins, a m ilitary policem an ac­ 
ting as bailiff, gave him a 
f r i e n d l y

forearm . Calley put his left

They reported on a compre­ 
hensive 
air 
sampling

study conducted last summer 
above this small valley city of 
38,000, some 40 miles south­ 
east of San Francisco. 
Dr. Jerome J. Ewsolowski, 
a physicist at the 
Atomic 
Energy Commission facility 
here, said the study provided 
the first clear picture of the 
daily rise and fall of con­ 
centrations of such elements 
as gold, arsenic, aluminum, 
zinc and bromine in the air 
over Livermore. 
Careful measurement of ma­ 
rine air flows from the San 
Francisco Bay area, previous 
gaseous pollution studies and 
meteorological 
data 
helped 


the scientists 
map 
atmos­ 
pheric circulation in the val­ 
ley. 
They said similarly through 
studies of other areas, com­ 
bined with existing pollution 
information, could result in a j 
“ smog map” 
which 
would 
diagnose the origin, flow and | 
distribution 
of 
atmospher­ 
ic pollution for the entire re­ 
gion. 
Regulatory agencies could 
then take precise steps to 
keep the day’s smog within

Gov. Ronald Reagan last

Jailed Hoffa M ay Miners figure

WASHINGTON (U PI) - L a ­ 
bor leader James R. Hoffa, 
ordered to serve at least 14 
months more in federal pri­ 
son,^ todav faced a challenge 
that could remove him from 
the presidency of the 2 mil­ 
lion member Teamsters Union. 
A federal parole board after

The decision was expected

Frank E. Fitzsimmons, the 
Teamsters general vice presi­ 
dent who has been running 
the union in Hoffa’s absence, 
to win the presidency of the 
nation’s largest union when it 
holds its convention in Miami 
in July. Fitzsimmons said he 
would actively seek the $100,- 
000-a-year job. 
Union bylaws do not prohi­ 
bit elecfon of a president who 


is imprisoned, however, and 
Hoffa, 58, conceivably could 
be elected to another five- 
year term. 
The seven-member parole 
board gave no reason for its 
decision. But George J. Reed, 
board chairman, noted that 
Hoffa’s parole application was 
reviewed for the first time 
since the Supreme Court last 
January upheld Hoffa’s fraud 
conviction.

viction extended his sentence 
from eight to 13 years. 
The board reportedly was 
under heavy political pressure 
both to grant and to deny pa­ 
role.

Canadian 
Satellite 
Launched 


VANDENBERG AFB (UPI 
—A satellite built by Canada 
to study the ionosphere from 
space was successfully put 
into orbit Wednesday night by 
a three-stage United States 
rocket. 


The 582-pound satellite, call­ 
ed the ISIS-B, was launched 
from this military aerospace 
base at 6:57 p.m. PST. 
It is the largest and most 
advanced spacecraft yet de- 
velooed to study the ionos­ 
phere, 
the 
p a r t 
of 
the 
earth’s atmosphere beginning 
at an altitude of about 25 i 
miles and extending outward j 
250 miles or more. 
The ionosphere consists of 
layers which are electrically j 
charged, primarily by radia- ! 
tion from cosmic rays. The 
density of electrons in the low­ 
er layers has a direct effect 
on radio transmissions. 
There were 12 experiments 
aboard the ISIS —eight Cana­ 
dian and four United States 
projects. The Communications 
Research Center, Ottawa, was 
responsible for the Canadian 
po* tion of the program. 
A m o n g benefits to be 
gained from a better under- I 
standing of 
the 
ionosphere 
might be an improvement in 
l o n g 
range 
radio 
trans­ 
mission, of particular advan­ 
tage of Canada’s vast, sparse­ 
ly nopulated northern area. 


The evening launch in hazy 
sky produced a spectacular 
sight with light forming a 
halo around the rocket.

SAIGON (U P I)—What went 
wrong

entails. The task is also com- 
pliecated by a number of lar­ 
ger human issues or values 
that carry man beyond his 
city but at the sam e time 
profoundly affect his urban 
life. 
The f’rst springs from a 
historical coincidence — the 
fact that the urban revolution 
has caught up with an earlier 
upheaval which is not 
yet 
complete. This is the social 
revolution, the revolution of 
human respect and equality 
with which America, in 1776, 
began to lead mankind away 
from the accepted norms of 
inequality and hierarchy.

counterbalance. 
Such a

m ents in new technologies in 
the new city and gives the old 
city time to reorganize crea­ 
tively for the pressures to 
come. 
A program for the world’s 
cities is infinitely less costly 
and more manageable than

desperate 
search for an armed “secur­ 
ity” that now drives the na­ 
tions to frenzies of fear and 


inflation and leaves them, at 
the end of it, chiefly capable 
of destroying the planet itself. 


We are not condemned to 
false choices by our technolo­ 
gy or by our resources. On 
the contrary, they can be the 
means of our liberation, if 
that is what we are prepared 
to seek. The roots of wisdom 
do not change. It is for us, 
not 
for 
our 
machines, 
to 
“choose life.” It is for us, in 
the time of moon landings 
and space probes, to discover

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Kids Unhappy in Commune Life 


W A S H I N G T O N (UPI) 
—Many of the thousands of 
American 
youngsters 
who 
have tried to find a new way 
of life by joining communes 
have found life difficult to ter­ 
rible, according to a report on 
the situation. 
“ There is a real split in 
c o m m u n e s 
on 
how 
many demands to make of in­ 
dividuals,” 
said 
Rosabeth 
Moss Kanter, sociology pro­ 
fessor at Brandeis University 
and onetime resident of a 
New Hampshire commune. 
“ In one commune, there 
was even a debate on whether 
to drive in a nail with five or 
seven hammer blows.” 
But she said communes are 
the wave of the future: “The 
failure rate of communes is 
high, but so is the failure rate 
of small businesses and nobo­ 
dy is suggesting there won’t 


be 
any 
more 
small 
busi­ 
nesses.” 
Her view of 20th Century 
communal life was outlined 
at the 48th annual meeting of 
the American Orthosychiat- 
ric Association, representing 
3.300 professionals from the 
behaviorial, medical and so­ 
cial sciences. 
For a full afternoon men in 
shirts and ties, women in 
knee - length d r e s s e s and 
young people sat, stood and 
sprawled on the floor in a 
chandeliered conference room 
at one of Washington’s plush 
convention hotels to discuss 
communes. 
They heard an “ establish­ 
ment” father, Dr. Malcolm S. 
Beinfield, director of general 
s u r g e r y at the Norwalk 
(Conn.) Hospital, describe his 
d a u g h t e r ’ s commune in 
Northern 
California 
as 
a 


place rife with hepatitis and 
other diseases. 
“ They were defecating into 
a stream that was their only 
source of water and using 
that same water downstream 
for 
d r i n k i n g ,” he said. 
Beinfield called the style of 
1 ving “ a wanton lack of de­ 
sire to follow the basic pre­ 
cepts of sanitation.” 
Couldn’t Grow Corn 
He said young men and 
women with master’s degrees 
and Ph.D.’s in sociology and 
political science were having 
trouble 
growing 
corn. 
“ It 
seemed all the efforts of the 
commune were directed to 
their own survival.” he said. 
Dan Murphy, 21, a com­ 
mune resident who formerly 
lived in Uton, Iowa, agreed 
that communal l i f e has its 
drawbacks, but said it beats 
apartment living in cities. 


“ The only thing we have in 
common is that we meet 
when there’s a crisis in the 
house, like when a bill comes 
due, or when the house is dir­ 
ty to decide who’s going to 
clean it or whether to clean 
it, or whether it will clean it­ 
self,” said Murphy, who now 
lives in Washington. 
“ I haven’t found a lot of 
f r e e 
sex,” 
Murphy 
said. 
“ Most of the people I know in 
communes are trying to de­ 
velop their lives with one per­ 
son. We all want something 
we can cling to sometimes in 
the form of another person. 
But we can get a lot of our 
good feeling from more than 
one person.” 
Miss Kanter was asked in 
an interview how many com­ 
munes and commune resi­ 
dents there are in the United 


States. She said one commune 
member estimated about 6 
million persons were living in 
group 
settings 
that 
might 
qualify as communes, but her 
own estimate was between 
100,000 and 250,000. 
In the Boston area alone, 
she said, there are an esti­ 
mated 200 communes.

l applied for a California driver’s license on June 16, 1970. In 
September, I was told that 1 would not get my license until 
paid a fine. 
In 1968, I had bought a used car from a dealer. While me 
paper work on the sale was being processed, I was allowed to 
drive the car from the lot. All of the dealer’s plates were in 
use at the time so 1 was told that if 1 was stopped and got a 
ticket for having no current license tabs or sticker on the car, 
I shouid turn the citation in to the dealer and he would take 
care of it. 
I was stopped and given a ticket for no sticker or license 
tab, and I took the ticket to the dealer as he had instructed. 
Purchase of the car was completed and I left the state three 
months later as my husband is in the Navy. I assumed the 
ticket was paid. 
On our return to California, I applied for my driver’s license 
last June and in September learned that the fine had never 
been paid and a $27 Whittier Municipal Court warrant for my 
arrest was outstanding.

current basic rate of $230,043 
per year, and set the new

unit. That is the minimum. 
Neither San Dimas nor Wal­ 
nut has been contracting with 
the county for a full unit. 
Walnut is using a half unit 
daily, and paying $124,000 a 
year for it. City M anager An­ 
drew Lazzaretto figures that 
the new rates will mean an 
increase of about $15,000 in 
county charges. 
“The only way 1 can see 
out is through an increase in 
real estate taxes,” he said. 
“ If we go along with 
the 
county, i.t means an addition­ 
al 10 cents for $100 of as­ 
sessed valuation.” 
Bui he said right now his 
city was in a “ state of flux.” 
“The supervisors have indi­ 
cated their willingness to go 


aicng with the formation of 
contract areas,” he explained. 
“We have been talking with 
people in la Puente and In­ 
dustry on the possibility of a 
three-city district. Individual­ 
ly, we’re too small and the 
overhead kills us; collectively 
we could get a lot more for 
our money.” 
In San Dimas, City Manager 
Robert Poff said that normal­ 
ly his city, because of its size 
and population, woqld require 
the services of at least one 
unit, probably more.

have a sheriff’s substation, 
right in the city. Since part of 
law enforcement is the deter­ 
rent factor, just the presence 
of six or seven patrol cars is 
a big help, and it costs us 
nothing.” 
For this reason, he said, 
San Dimas was able to con­ 
tract for two-thirds of a unit 


last year, costing $142,000. 
“ What we have to do now,” 
he said, “ is sit down with the 
sheriff’s office here and find 
out how much of the services 
and the costs we can live 
with.”

In the face of the reluctance by adm inistrators of 
universités and colleges across the nation to come 
1o realistic grips with elements on their cam puses 
which have caused disruption and violence, The Cai- 
negie 
Commission on 
Higher Education 
report 
comes as a welcome breath ot fresh ail. 
Basically the Commission proposes a cam pus “bill 
of rights and responsibilities,” a plan for what to do 
in an em ergency, and an efficient system of dis­ 
cipline. The em ergency and discipline proposals in­ 
volve strengthening of campus ties with community 
police forces and courts as well as special off-cam­ 
pus tribunals of judicial experts. 
The Carnegie report affirm s that the substantial 
m ajority of students a n opposed to either disruption 
or violence as a way of changing life in America 
and should be given more effective m eans of overul- 
ing the disruptive dissidents. It places upon institu­ 
tional trustees “ a particular responsibility to protect 
the integrity of the academ ic process from external 
and internal attacks; and to prevent the political or 
financial exploitation oi ihe campus by any indivi­ 
dual or group." 
In a word, the Commission says to academ ic loa­ 
ders across the nation that live private word of ad­ 
vice and the quiet rebuke are not enough to keep a 
cam pus free but peaceful. 
These im pressive recommendations sound like a 
synthesis of all that has been said so m any tim es by 
so m any people who have been dism ayed by the 
perm issive feebleness of so many adm inistra toi s in 
the face of intolerable cam pus behavior. 
Their chief author is Dr. Clark K err, form er 
president of the University of California. 


One Man, 
One Gerrymander 


When the U.S. Supreme Court wandered into the 
“ political thicket” of one man, one vote as a pre­ 
requisite for state legislative apportionment, there 
w as a reasoned hue and cry against elimination ot 
geographic, economic and other considerations in 
the structuring of individual states’ legislatures. 
Most eloquent of those voices was that of Everett 
McKinley Dirksen, late great Senator from Illinois. 
Dirksen not only spoke his protest, lie implemented 
it in a constitutional am endm ent that would gi\e 
each state the right it always had held to say how its 
own legislature should be composed in order to best 
represent all the varied interests among its j>eople. 
The Dirksen am endm ent cam e close to getting the 
necessary Congressional approval, but not close 
enough. High among the opponents were those who 
disliked the so-called rural domination ot the legisla­ 
tive process. 
v 
Tim e has changed some minds, however. W itness 
the recent article in the AFL-CIO m agazipe Ameri­ 
can Federationist, written hy.G us T yler.and David 
I. Wells of the International Ladies G arm ent Work­ 
ers Union. Said Tyler jand Wells: 
“ In some of its more recent rulings, the Supreme 
Court had over-emphasized the im portance of pre­ 
cise num erical equality among district populations — 
and in the process sacrificed other 1 actons which 
are equally meaningful in the quest for genuinely 
fair representation. 
You’re a little late, gentlemen, but thos^ of us 
who all along have feared the inevitable gerrym an­ 
dering made so easy — and in some cases neces­ 
sary— bv the one m an, one vote ruling welcome you 
to the group. Because of the way the Supreme Court 
has stuck to its guns on the issue it might just be 
tim e for us all to try again. 
We can’t get Old Ev back but vvc might revive his 
am endm ent.

last week to tell the sad tale

other elemental services. This 
while crim e and violence are 
on the increase. 
Begging For Fund 
They 
were 
lobbying 
for 
Congressional 
approval 
of 
President 
Nixon’s 
revenue- 
sharing proposal. 
In effect, 
they are begging for Federal 
money to help balance their 
operating 
budgets. 
As 
one 
m ayor after another testified, 
the pinch is so great that 
breakdown 
is 
at 
hand 
in 
many cities. 
Revenue sharing at the Nix­ 
on level of $5 billion will be 
the proverbial drop in the 
bucket. Mayor John Lindsay 
said that it would mean only 
two per cent of the budget of 
New York City, facing a defi­ 
cit this year of $300 million 
and $1 billion next year. In 
other cities with sm aller bud­ 
gets and a somewhat better 
situation its adds up to a lar­ 
ger prcentage but not much 
larger. And it must always be 
rem em bered that the urgent 
and imm ediate plea is for 
operating costs to pay police, 
firemen and garbage collec­ 
tors. 
T h e 
mayors 
were 
also 
pleading for longer-range help 
in expanded job training, edu­ 
cation, public service employ­ 
m ent. They spoke feelingly of 
an unemployment level in the 
core cities of anywhere from 
12 or 14 per cent to 20 to 35 per 
cent. Begging for a Federal 
commitment to sum m er pro­ 
gram s, they were anticipating 
with dread a long hot sum­ 
m er with so many 
jobless 
roaming the streets. 
One 
of 
the 
conspicuous 
pleaders in Washington was 
San Francisco’s Mayor Jo­ 
seph L. Alioto. As he con­ 
fronted the President in the 
White House with the other 
m ayors, Alioto got a grievous 
personal 
blow. 
A 
federal 
grand jury in Seattle indicted 
him for conspiring to bribe 
Washington State public offi­ 
cials with legal fees in price- 
fixing suits against electrical 
equipment m anufacturers. 
Rushing out of the meeting, 
he flew back to San Fran­ 
cisco and charged that the al­ 
leged 
bribe 
conspiracy, 
in­ 
volving three former officials 
and a whopping legal fee of 
$2.3 million, was a 14-karat 
fake. Alioto, a Democrat, sees 
his troubles as a part of a 
plot to destroy him. He has a 
$12.5 million libel suit against 
Look magazine for an article 
accusing him of a “ web of al­ 
liances with at least six lea­ 
ders of La Cosa Nostra.” 
More than perhaps any oth­ 
er mayor, Alioto is in the tra­ 
dition of the good old days 
when being mayor was a gla­ 
morous job with all kinds of 
pleasant 
prequisites. 
He 
is 
one of the most richly re- 
w a r d e d 
lawyers 
in 
the 
country and, according to re­ 
ports, his public offu e has not 
interfered with his practice. 
Lawyers have been known to 
complain privately that they 
must go to the m ayor’s office 
to try to arrive at a compro­ 
mise settlement in big anti­ 
trust case.

Their delaying tactics led to 
a 
shouting

S e n a t o r s 
John 
Pastore, 
D-R.L, and 
Marlow 
Cook, 
R-Ky., the other day behind 
closed doors of the Senate 
Commerce Committee. 
The controversy was over 
reducing the Pikes Peak cost 
of political cam paigns, par­ 
ticularly the high 
spending 
for television time. 
Last year, President Nixon 
vetoed the first reform meas­ 
ure to pass Congress in 45 
years. It would have allowed 
free broadcast time for presi­ 
dential candidates and cut- 
rates for other candidates. 
The effect would have been 
at least to reduce the indebt­ 
edness of political candidates 
to the big contributors, who 
invariably 
demand 
govern­ 
ment favors 
in return 
for 
their contributions. 
The President announced he 
was killing the m easure be­ 
cause it wasn’t comprehen­ 
sive enough, and the Republi­ 
cans promised to introduce 
more 
“comprehensive 
cam- 
paign-reform legislation” early 
this year. 
They are now putting on a 
public show of supporting re­ 
form legislation, but they are 
doing 
their utmost 
in 
the 
backrooms to prevent it from 
coming to a vote. 
Reason: 
the 
Republicans 
usually 
collect 
more 
cam ­ 
paign cash than the Demo­ 
crats are able to scrape to­ 
gether. This gives them 
a 
c a m p a i g n advantage they 
don’t want to give up. 
Nation’s Worst Scandal 
In return for the big dona­ 
tions that are essential to fi­ 
nance their cam paigns, too 
m any 
elected 
officials 
are 
compelled to vote for the pri­ 
vate interests which often are 
against the public interes.t 
P a r a d e m agazine’s Lloyd 
Shearer has called this “ the 
nation’s worst scandal ’ 
The sad truth is that tin 
American voter often can’t Ik 


bothered to go to the polls, let 
alone give money. Democra­ 
cy, it’s wonderful, but who 
wants to pay for it? 
Even the mast honest Con­ 
gressmen, therefore, can t en­ 
tirely escape doing business 
with 
the 
pressure 
groups. 
Those- candidates who have 
tried to finance 
campaigns 
from small contributions have 
learned quickly that the fat 
cats are indispensable. 
The attem pt to produce a 
new bill that the President 
won’t veto got off to a fast 
start. Pastore scheduled hear­ 
ings on the radio-TV phase of 
the bill and issued invitations 
to everyone concerned to tes­ 
tify. 
After four days of hearings, 
Pastore waited a week for ad- 
d i t i o n a 1 comments, then 
closed the record and began 
processing 
the 
legislation. 
Working behind closed doors, 
he got an agreem ent to lim it 
e a c h candidate’s 
radio-TV 
spending to seven cents for 
every vote cast in the last 
election. An additional seven 
cents would be allowed for all 
other advertising. 
Suddenly on March 19, the 
flabbergasted 
Pastore 
re­ 
ceived a hand-delivered letter 
from the five GOP m em bers 
of his subcommittee urging 
“ that the record should be re­ 
opened and further hearings 
held.” The letter was signed 
by Senators Howard Baker of 
Tennessee, Marlow Cook of 
Kentucky, Norris Cotton 
of 
New Hampshire, Robert Grif­ 
fin of Michigan and Ted Ste­ 
vens of Alaska. 
“ We 
believe 
in 
reform ,” 
they wrote, “ but we also be­ 
lieve that all viewpoints have 
not been heard on these ex­ 
tremely eritical issues.” 
Senators Squabble 
Their letter was followed by 
a requesit from the Justice 
Department on March 22 “to 
make a witness available” to 
the committee. Yet a month 
earlier, the departm ent hadn’t 
responded to an invitation to 
present testimony.

Notice to Enemy 
A group ot m em bers of the 
House and Senate plans to pro­ 
pose legislation which would 
require the President to with­ 
draw all American forces from 
Vietnam by Dec. 31, 1971. '1 his 
would be a notification to the 
enemy that it would then be 
free to continue its aggression 
throughout 
Indochina. 
Ihus, 
the sacrifices m ade in 
the 
more than five years of inten­ 
sive 
fighting by 
American 
troops to safeguard the right 
of self-determination of the 
S o u t h 
Vietnamese 
people 
would have been in vain. 
Is the consideration of such 
a m easure in the best inter­ 
ests of America’s foreign pol­ 
icy? Does it not give the ene­ 
my both “aid and com fort” 
because Hanoi will not have 
to make any concessions at 
the 
peace 
negotiations 
at 
Paris but will only wait for 
the withdrawal of our troops 
before initiating renewed of­ 
fensives to take over South 
Vietnam? 
Why would the Congress of 
the United States provide the 
e n e m y the encouragement 
which would follow a proposal 
of this 
kind? 
The 
admin­ 
istration 
has 
a 
tim etable 
which 
calls for a gradual 
withdrawal of the m ajor part 
of our troops by the end of 
1972, but the President has in­ 
dicated he would leave 
in 
South 
Vietnam 
a 
residual 
force of troops and a substan­ 
tial number of planes and 
helicopters. 
The 
theory 
is 
that 
the 
“ Vietnamization” 
program 
would establish a well-trained 
and well-equipped 
arm y of 
about 1,000,000 South Vietna­ 
m ese troops by the end of 
next year, while air power 
continues to be furnished by 
the United States. The as­ 
sumption is that South Viet­ 
nam would then be able to 
maintain 
its 
independence. 
But the thwarting of this plan 
by Congress would enable the 
enemy to move in early in 
1972 with a greater chance of 
victory. 
Do the senators and repre­ 
sentatives who publicly say 
they will back such a bill for 
early withdrawal realize that 
they are giving the enemy a 
big advantage, and that what 
the United States forces have 
fought 
for will 
have been 
lost? Might this kind of action 


by members of Congress be 
described as “aid and com­ 
fort,” or is it m erely a mis­ 
guided 
interpretation 
of 
a 
d u t y 
which 
certain 
Con­ 
gressmen 
feel 
they 
should 
perform to end the w ar no 
m atter what is involved? 
One of the basic reasons 
why so many in Congress and 
the chief executive are far 
apart on foreign policy as a 
whole is that there is little 
understanding in Congress of 
the delicate situations that ex­ 
ist in different areas of the 
world. Not enough thought is 
given, particularly, to what 
surrender in Vietnam would 
mean not only in Asia but in 
Europe, where there has been 
a confidence in the resolute­ 
ness of the United States and 
its willingness to stand by 
weaker nations. 
If, as the President himself 
phrases it, “we are to throw in 
the towel” in Vietnam, the ef­ 
fect throughout Asia and Eur­ 
ope will be dam aging. 
Al­ 
ready the Soviets and the Red 
Chinese have joined in the 
propaganda 
issued 
by 
the 
N o r t h Vietnamese govern­ 
ment pointing out that many 
m em bers of Congress oppose 
President Nixon in his Viet­ 
nam 
policies 
and 
implying 
that his other 
international 
policies are not going to be 
supported. 
The communist propaganda 
has made good use o f, the 
statem ents by American sena­ 
tors calling for a withdrawal 
cf our troops from Vietnam 
by the end of 1971. In this 
sort of atm osphere, one can 
hardly be surprised that the 
P aris peace talks have made 
no progress. 
But how can the “ aid and 
com fort” that is being given 
the enemy be dispelled and 
yet permit the questions of 
Vietnam policy to be consid­ 
ered? 
Committees 
of 
Con­ 
gress do not need to have 
open hearings. They can have 
closed sessions with the Se­ 
cretary of State and the Se­ 
cretary of Defense, and ob­ 
tain all the information they 
need. If they disagree with 
the policy being pursued, they 
can confer privately in groups 
with the President and pre­ 
sent 
alternative 
program s. 
But once the United States is 
engaged in a war, the Presi­ 
dent 
deserves 
the 
whole­ 
hearted support of all Ameri­ 
cans against the enemy. The 
chief 
executive 
should 
not 
have to fight two w ars—one in 
Vietnam and 
the other at 
home. 
The 
words 
in 
the 
con­ 
stitution are plain. Adhering 
to our enemies or “ giving 
them aid and com fort” is ex­ 
plicitly forbidden. This admo­ 
nition applied not just to citi­ 
zens generally but especially 
to individuals who have been 
elected or appointed to public 
office.

Since 
ice cream trucks appeared to 
be the principal problem, the 
council focused its attention 
on that source of noise. 


A petition, signed by eight 
residents, had complained to 
the council that the “ repeating 
unvaried tune of such vendors 
is an irritant and an annoying 
invasion of privacy of towns­ 
people.”

Dear Miss J.: Your young 
man, from your description, 
has already overcome many 
handicaps in his environment 
and must be a very excep- 
tional person to have been 
able to mature into an under­ 
standing person inspite of sev­ 
erely disturbed parents. 
Sometimes, 
children 
with 
problem parents learn from 
them and are eager and care­ 
ful to avoid all the errors 
with their own children that 
were made with them. 
The fact that your friend 
was actually removed from 
his own parents by the law 
must have made a very pow­ 
erful 
impression upon 
him, 


and it would be absurd to as­ 
sume that since this must 
have affected him deeply it 
would not have some effect 
upon his children and the way 
he thought of them. 
Because 
of 
his 
own 
ex­ 
tremely harsh discipline he 
might tend to be overly per­ 
missive with his children; he 
might think that any show of 
discipline might make them 
feel unloved. It is also pos­ 
sible that he might overdisci­ 
pline and inflict the 
same 
kind of harsh punishment on 
his children as he himself re­ 
ceived as a child. If this hap­ 
pened, it would certainly be 
your responsibility to step in 
and prevent this from occurr­ 
ing. 


A recent nationwide study 
traced the high level of child 
beating in this country to the 
w i d e s p r e a d 
acceptance 
among Americans of the use 
of physical force as a legiti­ 
m ate procedure in child rear­ 
ing.

Studies 
have 
shown 
that 
abuse tends to occur most of­ 
ten in large families of low 
s 0 c i o-economic status and 
educational achievement. 
One problem in all these 
studies is that children who 
are abused or beaten in pros­ 
perous homes are more often 
treated at private hospitals 
and go unreported. 


Individuals who physically 
abuse children are usually ex­ 
trem ely im m ature people who 
expect children to be without 
needs and demands. It is al­ 
most as if they expected their 
infant children to be like par­ 
ents to meet their needs and 
demands, rather than the oth­ 
er way around. 
Such individuals are usually 
unable to give of themselves 
and are almost incapable of 
loving. 
Anyone who attacks a child 
is not doing it to help the 
child but merely to gain relief 
from his own uncontrollable 
anger and stress. 
The best way to find out 
about your friend’s views on 
his past and on hew he feels 
about h:s own children would 
be to openly discuss this with 
him. 
If you really love him, and 
if he knows it, this will not be 
offensive if you start out by 
assuming that he would be 
opposed to any treatm ent of 
ch ldren that would net be 
gentle and loving.

Cavett, it is true, has a pass­

yond showbiz. 
Main Difference 
There is, however, an es­ 
sential and enormous differ­ 
ence between Paar and Ca­ 
vett. and because of this dif­ 
ference Paar remains in a 
class by himself. For what 
made Paar unique, and con­ 
tinues to be the underlying 
r e a s o n 
for 
his 
ap­ 
peal-even to today’s young 
performers—is that he was 
not afraid to expose his inner 
self on the home screen. He 
was not scared of risking ex­ 
tremes and even errors. Risk 
is the key word. If you're af­ 
raid of it, you’re just another 
guy punching a time clock. 
Paar is a dignified man 
who respects restraint at the 
proper time, but, instinctive­

If 
you’re singing and dancing, 
impersonality is unimportant. 
But if you’re discussing ideas 
on as vast a medium as tele­ 
vision, the public is entitled to 
know about you so it has a 
true frame of reference.

he writes, “ Almost everything 
I knew as a child has passed 
away, leaving the world emp­ 
ty of the arts and culture of 
the Red man who lived on the 
plains, deserts, 
and 
moun­ 
tains before the White man 
came.” 
Chief Red Fox is a diminu­ 
tive, 
s p r y 
m a n 
w i t h 
an extraordinary memory of 
his “ wild and free” childhood 
in the Dakota territory, of 
government 
Indian 
schools 
and his 
years 
in 
William 
‘Buffalo Bill” 
Cody’s Wild 
West Show. 
He attributes his longevity 
to “ not giving up and not let­ 
ting 
a n y t h i n g 
w o r r y 
m e . ’ ’ 
His 
encyclopedic 
memory, he says, is a result 
of not relying on paper and 
pencil. “ Out on the plains, we 
don’t have signs saying TO 
m i l e s to such and such.’ 
When I think of something I 
fix my eye on it." 
“ Mentally and physically,” 
he writes, “ I have found en­ 
joyment, 
but 
spiritually 
I 
have been a mourner at the 
bedside of a dying race.” 
Dressed in elkskin and a 
feathered bonnet tinted red 
and orange, Chief Red Fox 
recently sat in his room at 
the fashionable Algonquin Ho­ 
tel 
talking 
about’ his 
life 
which has carried him far 
from the teepees and bear­ 
skin blankets of his childhood 
in the Dakota territory. 
Red Fox traveled around 
the United States and Europe 
with Cody. 
He 
remembers 
meeting Thomas Edison and 
Alexander Graham Bell; he 
met Theodore Roosevelt when 
Roosevelt was police 
com­ 
missioner of New York City. 
In London, he brought an 
English audience to its feet 
when he pulled Edward VII 
who volunteered to partici­ 
pate in the show, from a 
stagecoach and applied the 
tomahawk. 
Rod Fox also remembers 
the 
treachery and 
decoits 
which drove Indians onto poor 
reservations. In 1870, when 
gold was discovered in the 
Black Hills, “ We were driven 
like cattle across the bad­ 
lands down where we are to­ 
day.” 
“ It was not for the gold or 
for their hunting grounds that 
the Indians fought the miners, 
squatters, 
speculators 
and 
blue-coated soldierS who in­ 
vaded their territory like a 
swarm of locusts," Red Fox 
says, “ but they fought in de­ 
fense of this shrine that had 
been sacred to them from 
time immemorial.” 
Asked why the Sioux finally 
were subdued by the White 


man, Red Fox said it was be­ 
cause the Indian trusted the 
White man and because the 
great herds of Buffalo, on 
which the Indians depended, 
were slaughtered for sport 
and for profit. 
When Red Fox played the 
part of an Indian in the Wild 
West 
Show 
and 
later 
in 
movies, he admits he was 
perpetuating the stereotype of 
the Indian as a barbarian and 
savage. “ There were times 
when I wanted to go down to 
a clean stream and wash 
away my duplicity,” he says, 
“ but I had been under the 
klieg lights a long time, and 
realized that 1 could do little 
to change opinions that were 
rigidly fixed from the preced­ 
ing centuries.” 
Chief Red Fox, whose me­ 
moirs were edited by journal- 
i s t 
C a s h 
Asher, 
speaks 
eloquently of a way of life 
and a land lost to successive 
waves of progress; of the con­ 
tempt of the White man for 
the Indian and the naivete of 
the Indian in dealing with 
whites. 
But what is past cannot be 
retrieved, Red Fox believes, 
and the Indian is doomed to 
disappear as he is assimilated 
into white culture. 
“ Ninety-five per cent of In­ 
dian 
children 
today 
don’t 
know one word of the Indian 
language,” 
he said. 
“ They 
don’t know sign language, the 
universal means of commu­ 
nicating between Indians.” 
Chief Red Fox despairs of 
changing the plight of the In­ 
dian on the reservation. “ We 
haven’t got the votes and the 
power to swing anything any 
more,” he says. 
Indian self-government on 
reservations, 
proposed 
by 
President Nixon, is no answer 
either. “ Where is our game? 
Where is our fish? Destroyed 
by man,” Red Fox said. 
Outside 
the 
reservation, 
“ Indians get the least desir­ 
able jobs. The f i r s t Indian 
girl prostitute I ever saw was 
in Minneapolis,” he remem­ 
bers.“ I took ahold of her and 
asked her what was the mat­ 
ter with her. ’I’ve got to live,’ 
she said.” 
Red Fox believes Indians 
must 
have 
industries esta­ 
blished on reservations and 
run by Indians. “ We don’t 
want anything for nothing. 
We’re a proud people.” He 
says such industries could be 
would cost nothing and the la­ 
bor is available. 
If hunting grounds are turn­ 
ed into industrial parks, In­ 
dians may he relieved of their 
grinding poverty. But it is a 
long way from hunting buf­ 
falo on foot and sleeping in 
teepees. Chief Red Fox is 
proof of just how fur it is.

D edeaux him self looks a little red when asked about his role 
in W alter O’M alley’s annual St. P atrick ’s Day gathering a t 
Voro Beach. All we really can say is Rod and Tom m y Lasorda 
w ere very cute. 
It w as D edeaux’s first trip to Dodgertown. He cam e back 
very im pressed. 
“ I truly feel the facilities are outstanding,” the USC m entor 
exclaim ed while com fortably enjoying the trip hom e on the 
D odgers’ big plane in the sky. “ I’m im pressed with the entire 
organization. Everybody w a s 'ju s t wonderful from O’M alley 
down. E verything w as planned so beautifully for our entire 
w eek.” 
How would Dedeaux look at if he w as a player trying to 
m ake the team ? 
Organzation Vital 
“ O rganization is im portant,” D edeaux said. “ Players a re 
bored if it isn’t organized. The hours a re spent in a worthwhile 
w ay at D odgertow n.” 
He also feels the Dodgers have a trem endous advantage 
over m ost of their opponents by having all their players in one 
centra! place. T he Angels have learned how far it is from 
Holtville to Palm Springs.

Can baseball people really say a college educato r — a 
m an trained to teach — c a n ’t do the job. Just because a man 
can nit the ball, it doesn’t m ean he can teach som eone else to 
do it.” 
Has Dedeaux him self ever thought about being a profession­ 
al m anager? 
“ I’ve alw ays w ondered w hat I could do,” he said. “ You have 
to w onder. E verytim e I’ve been tem pted, I die a thousand 
deaths. 1 adm ire Tom m y Prothro and I’ll bet he will do an 
outstanding job w ith the R am s. He’s intelligent and a g reat 
organizer.” 
While D edeaux certainly claim s the D odgers are first class, 
he has one gripe w ith the O’M ally organization.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Bill 
Fitch awoke feeling so good 
one morning last week he 
couldn’t believe it. 
You’ve had the feeling. So 
has anybody who ever was 
rescued from a burning build­ 
ing or a caved-in mine. 
“ I made 
it,” 
Fitch said 
happily, excitedly. “I lived 
through it.” 
Bill Fitch made those two 
statements on March 24, the 
morning following the end of 
the 
regular 
NBA 
season. 
Fitch coaches the Cleveland 
Cavaliers. That 
should 
ex­ 
plain everything. 
If it doesn’t then maybe you 
were so busy with your own 
troubles that you didn’t notice 
the Cavaliers had a few of 
their own in their first season 
in the NBA. 
T h e y didn't win many 
games. 
They won only 15 of 82 as a 
matter of fact and oh, yes, 


they did win one other thing 
—first choice in last Mon­ 
day’s draft. 


There 
were 
168 
col­ 
lege seniors drafted by the 17 
NBA clubs and the Cavaliers, 
with their choice of anyone in 
the nation, went for Austin 
Carr of Notre Dame, only 6 
foot 3 but rated the best 
guard in the country. 


Ever since they did, some 
second-guessers 
are 
say­ 
ing Cleveland may have mis­ 
sed the boat by not going for 
Sidney Wicks, UCLA’s 6-foot-8 
center, generally considered 
the No. 1 
forward in the 
country'. 
“ It's like my wife needing a 
new house or a new car,” 
Fitch 
says 
regarding 
the 
Wicks-Carr debate. “ I look at 
her needs and my bankbook 
and I see she can't have both. 
We’re very happy with Austin 
Carr and we feel he suits our 
n e e d s better than Wicks 
would.” 


Why? 
“Simply this,” Fitch says. 
“Walt Wesley came on pretty 
good for us at the center posi­ 
tion. 
My forward 
positions 
improved more than any oth­ 
er area. We were weakest at 
guard. One other thing. No­ 
body has to throw' the ball to 
Carr. He’ll bring it down to 
the basket himself and every- 
time he does that’s 20 points 
coming down the floor.” 


The Cavaliers burned plenty 
of midnight oil before they 
decided to go for Carr instead 
of Wicks or anybody else. 


“ When you draft No. 1 you 
check 
what 
he 
had 
for 
breakfast,” Fitch says. “ We 
couldn't possibly ask for a 
better performer or more of 
an all-around high type indivi­ 
dual than Austin Carr. If they 
ever bring back the Jack 
Armstrong 
program 
again, 
he’ll be Jack Armstrong. Aus­ 
tin is the kind of person never 
satisfied with what he did to­ 


day; he’s always concerned 
with what he’s going to do to­ 
morrow.” 
Red 
Auerbach, 
the 
man 
who runs the Boston Celtics, 
has pretty much the same 
thing 
to 
say 
about 
Carr, 
whom he had at his summer 
camp at Marshfield, Mass., 
the past several years. 
“When you analyze today’s 
college 
players,” 
Auer­ 
bach says, “there are guards 
a n d 
then 
there’s 
Austin 
Carr.” 
But Carr isn’t the only draft 
choice the Cavaliers made 
and Fitch speaks glowingly of 
some of the others like Steven 
Patterson and Willie Long, 
both 6-9, and Gerald “ Heli­ 
copter” Lockett 6-7. 
“ We still tried to take care 
of our rebounding by getting 
fellows like them.” says the 
Cleveland coach. 
The Cavaliers closed the 
season with Portland, another 
expansion club, losing by two 
points at the gun, and after 


Fitch was alone with his play­ 
ers in the dressing room he 
thanked them for giving him 
100 per cent. 


He meant it, too, 
going 
around and making sure to 
shake the hand of every play­ 
er on the team. 
“ I’m going to be happy to 
see them all next season,” 
Fitch says. “I look back on 
this season and really, I think 
it may be the best thing that 
ever happened to me. Any­ 
thing I did wrong I’ll never 
do again. I may have learned 
the hard way but I learned 
the quickest way possible —in 
one season. I’ve always said 
the Good Lord takes care of 
dumb Irishmen.” 
Bill Fitch is Irish but lie’s 
not dumb. 
He’s a 
fine 
coach, 
he’s 
watching the NBA 
playoffs 
closely now and don’t be sur­ 
prised to see both him and 
his ball club in them some 
day not that far in the future.

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“ There must be somebody 
likes me somewhere,” com­ 
mented Ronnie Peterson, who 
has survived three incredible 
crashes so far in the young 
season and narrowly averted 
one a week ago at Brands 
Hatch, England. 
Peterson, the young Swed­ 
ish star performing for the 
March Engineering, Ltd., for­ 
mula 1 team that raced Sun­ 
day in the 
Questor 
Grand 
Prix at Ontario Motor Speed­ 
way, described his recent ad­ 
ventures. 
“ One crash 1 have at 185 
miles an hour,’’ he said in 
halting English. “ A tire cam e 
off. I went straight into an 
Armco barrier. It was in a 
Ferrari sport car. 
“The second was in a little 
two-liter Lola in the sam e 
race. The F errari I crashed 
in practice, and the two-liter 
Lola 
in 
the 
race. 
In 
the 
middle of the straightaw ay a 
rear tire cam e off, and the 
car started to slide. 
“ This tim e I rem em ber T 
think that I was lucky it hap­ 
pened on the straight, 
be­ 
cause there was nothing be­ 
side the circuit. It was just a 
spinoff, but the car turned 
sideways and started to roll 
over. It started to go upside 
down at a speed of 150, 160 
miles. It went like an air­ 
plane, straight up. 
“ I fall back to the road on 
the wheel, and started going 
on the wheel again. T broke 
the suspension and have a 
puncture too. So I cannot go 
back to the pits. Otherwise, 
the car was perfect, and I 
too.” 
Three weeks ago Peterson 
was driving a March formula 
2 car in England, leading a 
race by 2 seconds. 
“ At the end of the straight 
as you turn into the corner,” 
he said, “ There was only one 
wheel 
turning. 
The 
other 
wheel went straight. The hall 
joint in the steering, it broke. 
*M went straight into the 
wall, and the car fly up in the 
air, and 1 went straight over 
the crowd, and the car fall 
down just in front of the 
crowd. It was around 140 to 
160 miles an hour. The car 
was upside down, and I was 
inside the ca r.”

Brands Hatch, just before he 
got on the plane for Ontario. 
“ It’s been a pretty stupid 
season,” he said. “ I’ve been 
too lucky so far.” 
Swedish 
journalists 
have 
commented, “ I am stupid to 
carry on racing,” 
Peterson 
said. “ I should stop now. I’m 
alive. Next tim e I’m maybe 
not alive. Of course, they are 
right some way, but I like 
racing so much 1 don’t want 
to stop.” 
Peterson has been driving 
race cars since he was a boy 
in a go-kart, which his father 
built for him. His father is 
Bengt 
Peterson, 
a 
famed 
Swedish racing figure. Ronnie 
dream ed of becoming a dri­ 
ver, but like most boys fig­ 
ured when he grew up he 
would never make his dream s 
come true. 
“ It cost a lot of money,” he 
said. ‘‘I was not very rich. I 
was just working in a garage, 
and the chance was not so 
big. I start to do good, win a 
lot of races and get a feeling 
maybe 1 can drive a car. La­ 
ter on some people started to 
help me. Now I like it very 
much. 
“ I like to get money back 
for it, because it cost 
so 
much money in the beginning, 
hut actually 1 like it more for 
the run than for the money. 


On the hot seat is Ken Tyr­ 
rell, m anager of the Tyrrell 
Racing Team for which Jack­ 
ie Stewart toils. 
Stewart claim s that Tyrrell 
is the sm artest racing team 
m anager of all time. So we 
asked Tyrrell 
to 
rate 
the 
grand prix drivers. These are 
his comments: 
“ I think for this year in 
particular Jackie Stewart is 


outstanding. 
Amongst 
the 
world 
drivers 
he 
sort 
of 
stands head 
and 
shoulders 
above a bunch of drivers who 
are very equal. That bunch of 
drivers I would say are Jacky 
Ickx, 
Mario 
Andretti 
and 
D e n i s Hulme. 
After that 
you’ve got another gap before 
you get to the next stage.” 


How does Tyrrell evaluate 
the worth of a grand prix dri­ 
ver? 


“ You’re looking for somebody 
who c a n k e e p the car on 
the road, who can drive it 
fast 
under 
all 
conditions. 
Some drivers don’t like the 
wet. Jackie (Stewart) doesn’t 
like the wet, but he goes like 
bloody hell in the wet. There 
isn’t anybody here (at On­ 
tario last weekend) who can 
hold him. 
“ If the circuit’s wet, he’ll 
be gone on driving ability 
alone. There’s no use not to 
like driving in the wet. 
If 
you’re a professional driver 
you’re going to have to like 
driving in the wet. But you’ll 
find that if it rains during 
practice quite a few drivers 
won’t even bother to practice. 
This is no good 
if you’re 
going to be a world cham ­ 
pion. 
“ Probably one of the most 
important things is that there 
are a number of people who 
are potential grand prix dri­ 
vers who in themselves think 
they want to be grand prix 
drivers. But when it comes 
down to the hard facts of life, 
and they’ve really got to work 
at it, you find that it’s the 
glamour of the sport th at’s at­ 
tracted them, rather than the 
fact it’s a job which has to be 
really worked at.” 
How much more difficult is 
the job of Formula 1 driving 
than other forms of race driv­ 
ing? 
“ Because it’s for the world 
championship, naturally 
the 
standard of driving is rather 


high. Here in America 
have a very good series, the 
Can-Am, but the difference in 
driving between the Can-Am 
and 
the 
formula 
1 
world 
championship is trem endous. 
There is just no comparison 
at all. 
“ In the Can-Am you’ve got 
two or three drivers, very 
good drivers, but in the world 
championship 
16 
or 
18 
of 
them are very good drivers 
indeed.” 
Who are the young com ers 
of the grand prix circuit? 
“ Francois Cevert is a likely 
looking world champion for, 
say, two years’ time. He is a 
driver who is very consistent, 
very fast, prepared to work 
at it. Of the others who are 
here, I would say Emerson 
Fittipaldi and Ronnie Peter­ 
son.” 
T y r r e l l can hardly be 
blamed for naming Cevert, 
the latest boyfriend of Bri­ 
gitte 
Bardot. 
Cevert 
is 
a 
mem ber of the Tyrrell team.
